Head shot and 
killed Bush as Bush was seated in a 
buggy with Mrs. Kelley. He then shot 
himself and died a few hours later. 
At the Coroner’s inquest into the 
shooting it developed that the two men 
had not quarreled previously. Bush and 


‘Mra. Kelley were driving quietly along 


the country road Sunday morning when 
Head galloped up on his pony. Without 
@ word of warning Head drew his re- 
volver and fired, at close range, at his 
rival, 

His aim was good and Bush died al- 
most instantly in the arms of the young 
woman. Without waiting to see whether 
the wound was fatal, Head shot himself.

People living in the vicinity of the 

tragedy went to the scene.--rney found 
Mrs. Kelley -almost distracted, with 
bush lying dead in the buggy, and Head 
unconscious by the roadside. 
- The tragedy created great excitement 
among the quiet country people who are 
neighbors of the principals. It was gen- 
erally known that the young farmers 
were rivals for the hand of Mrs. Kel- 
ley, but it was believed to be a friendly 
contest, with the advantage somewhat 
with Bush.

MYSTERY DEEP 


Wounded Man Is’ Found 
Later by Party of 
Searchers. 





Witnesses at the inquest Monday into 
the death of John De Witt, who was 
stabbed by Thomas Driscoll in a Butch- 
ertown saloon at 1925 North Prairie ave- 
nue and died without telling the mo- 
t‘'ve for the act, were so reluctant that 
Deputy “Coroner Carriere took occasion 
to remind several of them that they 
were under oath to tell all the truth. In 
spite of this, three hours’ questioning 
failed to reveal the cause of the brawl. 

‘‘Weren’t three of you in a plot to 
‘get’ De Witt?’ Carriere asked Fred 
Feitze!, their drinking companion be- 
fore the killing. 

‘No. we weren't,’ said Feitzel. 

Feitzel said Driscoll called him into 
the saloon a short time before the stab- 
bing to have a drink, and that he no- 
ticed Driscoll’s face and head were 
bruised, but he denied that he knew 
how Driscoll received the bruises, or 
whether De Witt had inflicted them. 
He evaded questions, and refused to an- 
swer some. When Carriere wearied of 
trying to get information from him, he 
told the witness to stand aside, to be 
questioned again later. 

Not less reluctant to talk was James 
Larmie, bartender in Henry Roeder’s sa- 
loon, where the three were drinking. 
Larmie couldn’t remember who was in 
the saloon or what Driscoil and De Witt 
and Feitzel were talking about, or how 
much they drank. 

“Do you know that you are under 
oath, and can be sent before the grand 
jury?’’ demanded Carriere, out of pa- 
tience. 

“I don't, care where I’m sent,” 
the witness, defiantly. 

The only witress apparently ready to 
tell ail he knew, in addition to the po- 
licemen who made eight arrests in the 
place, was John Sweitzer of 38841 North 
Market street, a contractor. 

Schweitzer was helping Rveder in the 
part of the place devoted to groceries, 
separated from the saloon by a parti- 
tion. He says Roeder told him that 
Driscoll and De Witt had quarreled 
earlier in the evening, and had fought, 
but that the cause of the quarrel was 
not mentioned. 

Schweitzer said he didn’t know wheth- 
er it was a political or a business quar- 
rel. Driscoll was a teamster, and De 
Witt foreman for the Prendergast Con- 
struction Co. 

Roeder denied, when he took the stand, 
that he knew of any trouble between 
the men before the fatal fight. 


It was Schweitzer who disarmed Dris- 
coll after the stabbing, wresting from 
him the big’ butcher knife which he 
had driven into De Witt’s abdomen. 

“De Witt cried, ‘He's got me—let me 
get him,’’’ Schweitzer testified. “‘I ran 
up and took the knife away from Dris- 
coll ,and had to choke him to make him 
turn it loose. He ran back into the 
store and came back in a minute with 
a quart soda bottle, looking as if he 
meant to hit De Witt with that. I took 
the bottle away from him.” 


The witnesses said the struggle and 
stabbing occurred in the door of the sa- 
loon, but they disagreed as to whether 
Driscoll followed De Witt fro mthe bar, 
or whether De Witt left the saloon, re- 
turning 15 minutes later to renew the 
quarrel,

Mrs. Rode called up the station and 
requested that a man be sent quickly, 
as there was a mad dog in her home. 
Fitzgerald was led to the bathroom 
door, which was locked. 

“I smell gas,’’ he said. 

“IT thought I did, too,”’ said Mrs. Rode. 

Unlocking the door, they found the 
high-bred dog, Newstead Nero, lying on 
the floor with his feet in the air. He 
was barely breathing. The bathroom 
was heavy with gas odor. 

In his delirium, the dog had chewed 
a hole in a rubber tube. leading to the 
gas stove used in heating the water. 
The dog was almost dead when found. 

Mrs. Rode said she had taken Nero to 
the bathroom to give him his usual! Sun- 
day bath. He had been acting queerly 
for some days, and had refused to play 
with Mr. Rode or to run to meet him 
when he came home. 


“Nero snapped at me several times,” 
said Mrs. Rode, “‘and I slapped him. I 
thought that he would quit acting 
foolish when the refreshing water 
touched him, but when I put him in 
the tub he began to kick g@ond splash 
about at such a rate that I became 
alarmed and ran out, locking the door.” 

Newstead Nero was a white bulldog, 
8 months old. He was raised by the 
Rodes from puphood. He was highly 
pedigreed. 

Mrs. Rode apparently did not realize 
the peril she and other members of the 
household had been in until the police- 
man arrived and saw symptoms of ra- 
bies.

Joseph H. Choate, former Ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, was prominent 
among the array of counsel for the 
manufacturers, while among those op- 
posing him was John G. Carlisle, for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury, as the 
representative of distillers; Warwick M. 
Hough of Washington and Lawrence 
Maxwell of Cincinnati, who appeared 
for the rectifying distillers. and blend- 
ers and for rye distillers of Pennsy!l- 
vania and Maryland; William Robbins, 
for Canadian blenders; Herman F. Cel- 
larius and J. Walter Freiburg, spirit 
distillers of Cincinnati, and Senator 
William W. Armstrong of New York, 
for a malt whisky company.

While Simon N. Falder was testifying 
that Oscar F. Wagenmann had broken 
up his home, Wagenmann stood in the 
Courthouse corridor Monday and peered 
through a swinging glass door of the 
courtroom. 

Mrs. Falder, seated in the courtroom

Mrs. Falder is suing for a divorce.

“GIVES MOTIVE IN 
~WOODILL MURDER 


Blurred Words Show Eastman 
Killed Woman Because She 
Wouldn’t Elope. 


WAS TO FLEE POLICE 





Fugitive Broker, Traced to Re- 
treat, Asked Victirh’s Com- 
pany in Flight.

ST. MICHAEL'S. Md., June 28.—A 
scrap of a letter found today in the 
bungalow of ‘“‘Lame Bob’”’ Eastman, the 
absconding New York broker, indicates 
@ possible motive for:+the murder of 
Edith May Woodill, the beautiful 
and fascinating protege of Lyman 
J. Gage. The letter, torn, charred and 
blurred, was mailed undated from Bal- 
timore and so far as can be deciphered 
reads as follows: 

“You were seen in Baltimore Tuesday. 
I think the police know.”’ 

The paper had evidently been placed 
in a fire, but the flames had failed to 
destroy it. Eastman built a bonfire back 
of his cabin the day following the mur- 
der and burned the. victim's clothing 
and certain private papers. Later it 
rained. It was not far from this spot 
where the letter was found. 

As the partly burned note of warning 
was unsigned and as there is not the 
slightest clew to the identity of the 
auther, there is no way at present to 
trace it to its source, but it is likely 
that it was posted in Baltimore, where 
Iastman had friends made during his 
rneteoric Wall. street career. Baltimore 
was the one ‘arge city the ubsconder 
visited since his flight from N@w York. 
He had shaved his beard, and after liv- 
ing there unrecognized he had no fear 
of goinr there now and then to taste 
the sweets of the gay life of old. 

The authorities, who all along have 
clung to the theory that the tragedy 
eceurred during an orgy at the bunga- 
low, now reluctantly admit they erred. 

The motive for the murder, now gen- 
erally admitted to have been committed 
by the desperate broker, is at last plain. 
SCastman knew he would soon flee from 
his woodland hiding place for he was 
wanted in New York on a charge of 
embezzlement and for forfeiting his bail. 
He was insanely in love with Mrs. 
Woodill, who had come into his troubled 
life at a time when he most needed a 
woman’s sympathy. A _ letter te his 
wife, which was found in his, pockets 
after he had committed suicide, gives 
proet-of fis teve.of the -woman he 
had killed. In this final message to 
the deserted wife, whom he had left to 
drift through life with a baby boy, he 
toid of his acquaintance with Mrs. 
Woodill and said he had found one 
with whom he was “well mated.’’ There 
Was not one word of affection for the 
wife, only the regret that things had 
turned Out so badly. 


Preferred Death to Capture. 
Coming upon this is a statement to 


the authorities today by Mrs. Eastman 
in which she declares her husband once 
told her he would rather die by his 
own hand than fall into the clutches 
of the law. It was while the police 
were on his track, arior to his arrest 
for embezzlement, that he unburdened 
himself to her. 

‘"T would rather go down the river 


expressed it. That time his nerve failed 
him, but he found it when he realized 
a charge of murder soon was to be 
laid at his door. 

It has been proved through George 
J. Powell and William Sutton, neigh- 
bors, that a fierce altercation occurred 
between the man and woman at 6 
o'clock last Sunday evening. A few 
hours before her death Sutton heard the 
quarrel and told Powell. When both 
men, accompanied by the only other 
neighbor, went to church at McDaniel. 
It was while they were absent that the 
tragedy occurred. 

There is some reason to believe the 
broker planned suicide for himself im- 
mediately after. the death of Mrs. 
Woodill, or had in view self-destruction 
for both. In the man’s pocket was 
found a bottle of aconite prepared by 
Dr. Hope, a physician of St. Michael's.

Mrs. Donovan, who is 26 years old, 
was convicted of embezzlement in con- 
nection with the issuance of money 
orders, and will shortly be taken to 
Denver, Colo., to serve six months in 
jail. 

Mr. Mondell brought papers to show 
that eight of the jurors that found her 
guilty had since declared their belief 
that the woman had no intention of 
committing a crime.

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Headquarters of Third Ward 
Democrats Held to Have 
Violated Charter. 


There is woe in Third Ward Demo- 
cratic circles as the result of a decision 
by Circuit Judge Grimm Monday, re 
voking the charter of the North Side 
Democratic Club at 1420 North Ninth 
street. 

Legislator Felix (Fish) McAdams, man- 
ager of the club, was in court when 
Judge Grimm’s ruling was announced. 

“The police were responsible fer this,” 
said McAdams. “Those guys who put 
us out of business owed their jobs to 
a Democratic Governor. The first thing 
they did when the Republicans got in 
power was to throw the harpoon into us. 
In that way they showed how willing 
they are to be Republicans. If we 
had been a Republican organization I 
guess things would have been different.” 

The North Side Democratic Club was 
organized in August, 1905, by Justice of 
the Peace “Jimmy” Miles, Danny Naugh- 
ton, former C.erk of the House of Dele- 
gates, and August Bensiek. brother of 
John C. Bensiek, Clerk of the Court 
of Criminal Correction. 

Chartered for “Science.” 

It was recognized by the police as the 
headquarters of the Third Ward Demo- 
cratic “gang.” It was open every day. 
| Sunday included, and the receipts are 
said to have been more than $100 a day. 
Judge Grimm based his decision on evi- 
dence to the effect that the club had 
not attempted to carry out any of the 
provisions stated in its charter, which 
said, among other things, that it would 
be conducted “for scientific and educa- 
tional purposes,” 

Judge Grimm said the testimony failed 
to show that thé club carried on any 
rational amusements or scientific games. 
He called attention to that feature of 
the evidence showing the club had’ a 
bookcase containing agricultural reports 
and volumes of addresses by American 
statesmen. 

In this connection, Judge Grimm said 
that probably several large and stylish 
clubs of the city make little pretense 
of being conducted on scientific lines 
and he realized that the residents in the 
vicinity of the Third Ward Democratic 
Club could. not be expected to attain 
a high degree of literary training. 

At the same time, he held, a club 
which violates its charter with impun- 
ity cannot be lawfully operated. He 
added that the testimony showed that 
several ex-convicts and well-known po- 


lice characters were members of the 


club.

Some of the most interesting sights 
to be seen in St. Louis these sultry June 
days, are to be found mornings at the 
laboratory of the Post-Dispatch Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund at 1726 North 
Thirteenth street, and at the six 
branches where free clinics are con- 
ducted. 

Babies are there by the score, and at 
first glance the visitor would think that 
some sort of a baby show is on, but a 
closer inspection dispels this idea, for 
the babies there are not the sort that 
would be on exhibition. They are sickly, 
weak and anaemic, their vitality sapped 
by the trying hot days. When hot 
weather comes the infants are the first 
to show the effects of it. They are the 
most easily affected of all mortals. 
The close air of the tenements and 
the impure milk obtained from the cor- 
ner grocery, are hard on the grown-ups 
forced to live in the big city in sum- 
mer, and these conditions are doubly 
trying on the infants. 

Milk, is of all food stuffs, the most 
susceptible to disease germs, and the 
infant organism is quickest to absorb 
these germs. 

Under ordinary conditions the babies 
suffer most in hot weather, and here- 
tofore hundreds of them have died every 
summer in St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and 
Free Ice Fund is saving these little 
lives.

‘The Compton avenue crossing bill, which was 
presented by the Board of Public Improvements 
must have been drawn by the Terminal Associa- 
tion. Not only does it turn every trick to the 
advantage of the railroad and against the city 
in the distribution of costs, but it so adjusts the 
grades that a viaduct at Ewing avenue is made 
all but impossibie. 

Thus the Compton avenue grades have been 

so adjusted that the railroads will avoid build- 
ing the Ewing viaduct by showing it is physically 
impossible, not that they are unwilling. That 
will be the result of raising the grade at Comp- 
ton if it is not the purpose of it, and there wi)l 
be a stretch of more than 3000 feet between Jef- 
ferson and Compton avenue which can not pe 
crossed. 
_ This bill presented by the Board of Public Im- 
provements cannot be changed or amended. It 
involves contracts and figures which may be re- 
jected, but not changed.

ABANDONING NEW ORLEANS.

he took the necessities of the case as his guide and 
consummated the purchase. 

Under those circumstances. it {is more than re- 
markable that the National Government would un- 
dertake to treat with such contempt and indifference 
the millions of the American people who live and 
have their homes and their enormous interests in 
this grand valley. 


THE MOST PRECIOUS METAL. 
From the Chicago Tribune. . 

In this almost universal age of eléctricity, copper 
has become one of the most indispensable of the 
metals. If civilization today were confronted with 
the ultimatum, ‘‘Give up your gold or give up your 
copper,”” probably the world’s gold mines would be 
deserted in preference. 

Last year the production of copper in the United 
States exceeded by far that of any other year in 
the history of the metal. The year’s total, as com- 
piled by the Geological Survey, was 942,570,7.1 pounds. 
In this production Arizona Territory led, with 280,- 
623,267 pounds; Michigan had 252,503,651 pounds and 
Montana 222,503,651 pounds. 

As against this production of the refined metals, 
the apparent consumption was 479,955,318 pounds. 
From returns made by the smelting and refining 
companies the stocks of refined copper on Jan. 1, 
1909, showed a decrease of 3,869,037 pounds over the 
stocks of Jan. 1, 1908.

The Famous Authority on Rowing. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 28.— 
Reports from all the headquarters on the 
river show that the oarsmen spent a 
fairly good night after the great strain 
of yesterday’s heat, but there is much 
more illness than coaches are willing to 
admit, especially in two of the crews. 

Every known scheme and remedy is 
being used to keep the men on edge 
and to carry them through the ordeal. 
Many of the parents of the boys are 
worried, and I have seen a number of 
telegrams inquiring as to their con- 
dition. 

Mr. Courtney has smoortned out No. 8 
in the varsity eight so that he does not 
catch ahead of time when the crew is 
rowing hard, but he still is too fast 
when rowing easily. He reminds me 
much of Hamilton Fish, No. 7 in Co- 
lumbia’s winning varsity eight here, who 
always wanted to hurry it ahd pull 
the bow away from the stroke man, as 
the coaches put it. 

Whether Cornell wins or loses this 
year the great number of wins on the 
credit side of her book, compared with 
all the rest of us tells a story of system 
that is mot at all known outside of 
Ithaca, and I hope that Mr. Courtney 
will forgive me for divulging it, but it 
will be for the betterment of the sport 
and perhaps tend to even uP records in 
later years. This whole system is sim- 
ply the result of the brains and force of 
character of “the old man,” as Coach 
Courtney is familiariy called by over 
alumnus, but no undergraduate would 
ever dare to use these terms. 

The Cornell System. 

Hero is the Cornell system, and 
words will undoubtedly grind on some 
of the other people, but it is all for the 
good of the sport: 

1. Absolute control by Courtney with 
no interference from outsiders or insid- 
ers. This is the first and cardinal rule. 

2, No captain. Cornell has not had 
a captain for a number of years. The 
coxswain gives the necessary orders 
through his megaphone, and, of course, 
the stroke man has more or less dis- 
cretion as to the management of the 
boat, but the captain of every Cornell 
crew is Char'es Courtney, sitting quietly 
in the coaching launch.

We certainly know that on a sprint, if 
rowed hard enough, a crew can be 
winded most completely within even a 
quarter of a mile. Watch scullers in 
the Harlem regatta after the quarter- 
mile dash and ask the winner whether 
he wants to put in any more respira- 
tions to the minute. Courtney’s idea is 
“why not develop the wind by rowing, 
not running?” 


But perhaps the most important fact 
in this system is that the rowing mus- 
cles only are developed, avoiding the 
condition known as ‘“‘muscle boundness.”’ 
A man who does much gymnasium work 
develops opposing muscles on all sides 
of the bones. This, while it gives good 
general development, prevents the- men 
from reaching out, which is so essen- 
tial, and kills smoothness. 

These six salient points cover Court- 
ney’s system, and thus it is that we get 
so tired of so often seeing Cornell's 
rudder post drawing smoothly away 
from the others. Somebody ought to 
stop it. Let us hope in the most friend- 
ly spirit that this may be done in the 
near future.

HU LOY is a slender young man, 
e with a preponderous forehead. 
He was shyly pleased with the 
congratulations heaped upon him. He 
sang a solo in Chinese and, by way of 
initiation to his new duties, told the 
story of the Prodigal Son with much 
show of dramatic expression. It must 
have been entertaining, as Charlie 
Wong, the 12-year-old, clapped his hands 

and showed all his teeth. 

At the close of the services, the men 
sang their flower song, which is a sort 
of national hymn, older than China her- 
self. 

The evolution of the Chinaman from 
his native state to a full-fledged Chris- 
tian, was interesting to observe, as illus- 
trated in this class. One large, sleek, 
Mongol who has been in this coun- 
try two months, wearing his native cos- 
tume, queue and all, had a nervous, 
cowed manner, and a wondering, fright- 
ened expression. 

On the other hand, chipper Leon Toy, 
with a diamond blazing on his tie and 
another on his finger, who has not 
missed a Sunday at the mission since 
he was baptized three years ago, shook 
hands with me as I departed, and in the 
most gentlemanly manner insisted that I 
remain to supper. This supper is served 
to teachers and pupils every Sunday in 
the mission rooms, and is paid for by 
the Chinamen.

10 BE SUICIDE 


Sidney Wallace of Granite 
City Rushes From His Pray- 
ers to Mississippi. 











Friends of Sidney Wallace, 21 years 
old, who took him to their home in 
Granite City when he had no work, 
fear that following an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to commit suicide by drinking car- 
bolic acid, he has drowned himself in 
the river. 


Wallace, whose home is in Canada, 
formed the acquaintance of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Adams of Granite City at 
a religious meeting in St. Louis. He 
told them he had been wayward, but 
had reformed. They took him home 
and got work for him. 

For ‘our months he has been faithful. 
He attended Sunday School each Sun- 
day and other religious services. He 
quit cigarette smoking and conduct- 
ed himself as a model youth. 

Sunday morning he seemed a changed 
man. He arose late, and when Mrs. 
G. H. Graham, at whose home he had 
a room, told him he would be late for 
Sunday school, and asked him if he 
was going. In a harsh tone, he re- 
plied: 

“T'll go if I want to. me 

He then rolled a cigarette and smoked 
it. 

He attended Sunday school and church, 
but nothing out of the ordinary was 
noticed until 7 o'clock in the evening. 

He was sitting in the kitchen at Mrs. 
Adams’ home when she saw him kneel 
in prayer. As he finished he took a 
bottle of carbolic acid from his pocket 
and raised it to his lips. Mrs. Adams 
clutched the bottle, and her husband, 
hastening to her assistance, helped wrest 
the bottle from him. Both were burned 
by the acid. 

Wallace rushed frem the house and 
when last seen was running toward the 
river, saying he would jump in. He has 
not been seen since. He was out of 
work since Friday, but had promise of 
work this week.

Graft Charge Killed Statesman. 
PEKIN, June 2.—Yang Shi Siang, who 
in 1907 succeeded Yuan Shimai as Vice-
